THE  AMERICAN  IRIS  SOCIETY 
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Each  year  a  finer  discernment  is  being  shown  in  the  selection  of  out 
door  plants,  and  we  are  acquiring  a  new  standard  by  which  to  judge  our 
gardens.  A  few  years  ago  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  have  a  suc¬ 
cessive  array  of  pleasing  color  from  early  spring  until  late  fall,  but  now 
with  careful  selection,  we  may  have  flowers  in  harmonious  groups  through¬ 
out  the  season. 

The  Bearded  Irises  have  seen  great  advancement  within  the  last  few 
years  and  we  find  many  new  and  lovely  hybrids  in  every  shade  and  height, 
but  to  such  an  extent  has  this  breeding  and  introduction  been  carried  on, 
that  we  must  go  slowly  and  not  believe  all  the  glowing  descriptions  we  may 
read,  but  see  and  judge  them  before  we  make  our  choice. 

Last  year,  I  visited  the  gardens  of  many  of  our  breeders  and  growers 
and  saw  most  of  the  new  irises  at  their  height  of  bloom.  One  of  the  most 
delightful  excursions  was  to  Nashville,  Tennessee,  where  I  saw  the  irises 
of  three  famous  hybridizers  and  had  the  pleasure  of  assisting  in  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  irises  for  introduction,  others  being  chosen  for  further  observation, 
many  of  these  as  well  as  others  from  various  breeders  are  in  my  garden 
for  exhibition  and  may  be  judged,  not  only  by  the  layman,  but  by  the 
especial  judges  appointed  by  the  American  Iris  Society. 

After  these  various  iris  visits,  I  made  a  careful  selection  of  those  1 
felt  were  especially  desirable,  and  you  will  find  most  of  them  blooming  in 
my  garden  and  described  in  this  catalogue. 

To  such  a  great  degree  have  the  tall  Bearded  Irises  been  heralded  that 
many  other  excellent  varieties  have  been  neglected,  and  I  feel  that  we 
should  add  many  of  the  less  familiar  ones  to  our  gardens,  not  alone  for 
their  beauty,  but  for  the  distinct  element  of  interest  in  prolonging  the  sea¬ 
son  of  iris  bloom.  Indeed  it  is  a  wonder,  that  so  many  have  been  slow  to 
realize  the  added  charm  these  will  nrovide. 

The  Fall  Blooming  Bearded  Irises  are  still  extremely  rare,  and  with¬ 
out  doubt  there  will  be  great  improvement  in  them  within  the  next  few 
years,  but  at  the  present  time  we  have  several  that  are  well  worth  the 
interest  of  any  garden  lover. 

The  Dwarfs  and  Evansias  are  delightful  rock  garden  subjects,  the 
Intermediates  as  their  name  implies  are  not  only  excellent  border  irises, 
but  fill  their  space  in  the  season  of  bloom.  The  Siberians  are  particularly 
lovely  grown  with  Oriental  poppies,  while  the  Spurias  and  Japanese  give 
glowing  notes  of  color  and  are  a  glorious  finish  to  the  pageantry  of  the 
iris  season,  but  the  greatest  advancement  in  the  Iris  genus  is  in  the  new 
Hybrids  of  the  Southern  States  Irises  for  they  fill  the  interim  between 
the  blooming  of  the  Bearded  and  Japanese  Irises. 

About  fifteen  years  ago,  Mrs.  Washington,  an  ardent  lover  of  gardens 
and  a  true  collector  of  rare  plants,  noticed  many  unusual  and  lovely  irises 
blooming  in  the  swamp  lands  of  Mississippi.  Knowing  of  the  interest  of 
her  son,  Mr.  T.  A.  Washington  in  the  iris  family,  she  sent  him  each  winter 
wild  plants  which  especially  appealed  to  her,  and  it  is  from  these  distinct 
forms  that  the  new  and  fascinating  irises,  known  as  the  Washington  Hy¬ 
brids,  have  been  produced. 

These  hybrids  are  a  great  advancement  in  form,  height  and  color  over 
the  species  named  and  described  by  Dr.  Small,  for  even  before  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  these  irises  by  his  expedition  to  the  Southern  swamps,  Mr. 
Washington  had  carried  on  through  several  years  selective  breeding  of  these 
species,  and  it  is  from  this  careful  work  that  named  varieties  have  been 
chosen  and  are  offered  in  my  catalogue.  They  are  of  finest  form  and 
rarest  coloring,  and  it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  recommend  them  for  garden 
planting. 
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Of  great  importance  are  the  new  varieties  of  Oriental  Poppies,  there 
do  not  seem  to  be  any  flowers  that  can  draw  more  instant  attention  or 
leave  a  more  pleasing  impression  than  a  carefully  chosen  collection  of  these 
plants.  They  bloom  in  nearly  every  shade  of  color  and  are  so  utterly 
splendid  that  no  garden  seems  complete  without  them. 

It  is  a  fascinating  experience  to  feel  that  my  prophesy  of  last  year  is 
being  fulfilled,  namely  that  discerning  gardeners  would  become  more  per¬ 
ceptive  of  the  beauty  and  usefulness  of  the  newer  hemerocallis.  From 
near  and  far  come  letters  telling  of  the  great  interest  and  appreciation  of 
these  superb  flowers. 

There  is  no  group  of  flowering  plants  that  may  be  grown  more  easily, 
for  they  are  happy  in  full  sun,  but  even  more  so,  in  half  shade.  They  are 
adaptable  to  almost  all  soil  conditions,  grow  readily  with  scant  supply  of 
water,  but  are  luxuriant  if  grown  in  a  moist  situation.  We  find  them  free 
from  insect  pests  and  fungus  diseases  which  often  beset  the  true  lilies, 
hardy  in  climates  much  below  zero,  yet  exceptionally  good  when  grown  in 
the  southern  states,  where  long,  hot,  dry  summers  are  detrimental  to  many 
of  our  garden  flowers. 

The  height  of  floral  luxury  may  be  attained  by  the  use  of  these  flowers, 
and  a  single  flower  might  be  termed,  a  Madonna  lily  in  yellow  or  orange, 
for  the  blooms  are  the  type  of  real  lilies.  Some  are  colorful  to  an  amazing 
degree,  while  others  are  a  galaxy  of  wax-like  bells  in  palest  cream  and 
salmony  pink.  Many  are  fragrant  and  others  bloom  at  night  giving  an  ad¬ 
ded  charm  of  star-like  beauty.  The  hemerocallis  fill  a  long  felt  need  in 
gardening,  not  only  does  each  variety  bloom  for  four  weeks  or  more,  but 
by  careful  selection  of  these  hybrids,  one  may  have  bloom  from  May  until 
September.  I  strongly  recommend  them  for  extensive  use  in  our  gardens. 

Peonies  are  almost  essential  in  any  garden  for  they  give  us  splendid 
accents  of  color  and  their  foliage  is  attractive  throughout  the  season.  The 
large  double  flowers  are  extremely  showy,  but  the  single  and  the  Japanese 
varieties  are  especially  appealing. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  forms  of  adventure  is  the  seeking  and  ac¬ 
quiring  of  rare  and  praiseworthy  plants.  Through  this  constant  quest,  I 
find  myself  growing  more  critical  of  what  constitutes  an  excellent  floral 
subject,  and  am  resolved  that  whatever  new  varieties  I  recommend,  be 
possessed  of1  superior  garden  merit.  With  this  in  mind,  I  have  decided  to 
add  to  my  catalogue  the  hybrid  delphiniums  of  two  most  prominent  breeders, 
Dr.  Leon  H.  Leonian  and  Mr.  Charles  F.  Barber. 

Dr.  Leonian,  the  originator  of  the  Lyondel  Hybrids  is  a  noted  horti- 
culturalist  and  is  doing  most  careful  work  in  cross  pollinating  by  hand.  His 
delphiniums  are  given  first  place  by  the  eminent  authority,  Major  Vander¬ 
bilt  and  the  following  extracts  are  taken  from  his  opinions;  “These  are 
really  amazing;  of  the  fourteen  plants  that  have  bloomed  so  far,  only  two 
have  failed  to  approach  or  exceed/  3  in.  flowers,  an  astonishing  result.  I 
think  that  in  the  second  year  they  will  outclass  anything  T  have  ever  seen 
in  delphiniums;  yours  are  the  only  ones  yet  that  approach  my  ideal  of 
good  delphiniums.” 

The  Lyondel  Hybrids  were  developed  from  three  main  strains,  Wrex¬ 
ham,  Blackmore  and  Langdon,  and  Vanderbilt,  later  three  other  strains 
were  bred  into  these  hybrids,  Lemoine  of  France,  Foerster  of  Germany, 
and  Hoodacres  of  the  United  States.  This  has  resulted  in  a  strain  of  del¬ 
phiniums  that  is  remarkable  for  its  uniformity  of  high  qualities. 

Mr.  Charles  F.  Barber  has  been  working  with  delphiniums  for  twenty- 
five  years  and  it  is  from  this  vigorous  foundation  stock  that  he  has  created 
a  new  race,  called  The  Hoodacres  Whites,  which  are  a  revelation  to  all. 
The  magnificent  spikes  of  purest  white  are  carried  on  tall  rugged  plants 
and  there  are  no  duplicates  of  these  whites  anywhere  in  the  world.  There 
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are  also  many  beautiful  and  choice  plants  in  his  selected  Hoodacres  Hybrids. 

Without  doubt,  these  two  strains  arc  the  “last  word”  in  delphiniums  and 
it  is  from  these  strong  colorful  hybrids  that  my  stock  has  been  carefully 
selected  and  is  now  offered  in  my  catalogue. 

There  are  many  interesting  plants  that  I  am  testing  in  my  garden, 
among  them  are  some  of  the  more  rare  sempervivums  and  hardy  chrysan¬ 
themums.  Most  of  these  have  exceptional  merit  and  will  prove  interesting 
additions  to  our  gardens. 

I  have  lost  my  heart  to  Meconopsis  Bailey i,  a  sky  blue  poppy-like 
perennial,  tall  and  most  rarely  beautiful.  They  fascinate  me  to  such  an 
extent  that  T  feel  no  real  garden  should  he  without  them  and  suggest  their 
use  in  any  shadv  well  drained  situation. 

Gardening  is  a  habit  that  satisfies  for  it  brings  us  in  close  contact  with 
green,  growing  things,  which  are  in  themselves  so  genuine  that  their  cul¬ 
tivation  gives  us  peace  and  tranquility  in  greater  measure  than  any  other 
diversion  in  life.  The  ultimate  test  of  living  is  joy  within  the  heart,  and 
blessed  is  the!  person  who  cherishes  a  garden.

FALL  BLOOMING  BEARDED  IRISES 

These  will  add  color  to  our  fall  gardens  and  are  awakening  a  great 
interest.  They  usually  bloom  early  in  summer  and  again  in  late  fall.  The 
culture  is  the  same  as  the  other  Bearded  Irises,  with  this  addition;  it  is 
recommended  that  they  be  supplied  with  plenty  of  water  and  given  ad¬ 
ditional  fertilizer  during  the  summer.

The  bearded  irises  may  be  planted  from  July  1st  to  Sept  15th.  When 
making  a  new  bed,  take  out  the  soil  for  about  12  in.  If  drainage  is  poor, 
an  inch  or  more  of  cinders,  or  stone  should  be  placed  in  the  bottom,  ovei 
this  a  little  loam.  Then  3  in.  of  well  decayed  cow  manure,  cover  this  with 
sods,  or  good  garden  loam,  chop  this  well  down,  but  do  not  fork  it  over. 
Fill  the  rest  of  the  bed  with  rich  garden  loam;  I  like  to  mix  with  this  a 
little  bone  meal.  When  finished,  the  bed  should  be  about  2  in.  above  the 
surrounding  ground.  Spread  out  roots  and  plant,  not  more  than  1  in. 
deep.  Water  in  when  planting.

This  group  includes  new  and  rare  LOUISIANA  and  FLORIDA 
irises  and  especial  attention  is  called  to  the  named  hybrids  produced  by 
Mr.  T.  A.  WASHINGTON  of  Nashville,  Tenn.  These  bloom  just  before 
the  Japanese  Irises  and  are  a  great  addition  to  any  garden,  (see  foreword). 

Culture.  If  making  a  new  bed  for  these  irises,  I  advise  well  rotted 
cow  manure  and  compost  be  mixed  in  the  lower  portion  of  excavated  place, 
the  upper  portion  being  filled  with  good  rich  soil  of  slightly  acid  nature. 
These  irises  require  plenty  of  moisture  during  their  growing  season,  but 
no  standing  water  during  winter.  Plant  the  rhizomes  at  least  one  inch 
deep,  water  in  well  and  do  not  allow  them  to  dry  out.  Late  summer  plant¬ 
ing  is  best,  for  it  enables  the  plants  to  start  growth  soon  after  their  dormant 
season. 

In  fall  give  a  good  four  inch  mulch  of  peat  moss,  topped  by  three 
inches  or  more  of  marsh  hay  or  straw.  This  heavy  covering  is  to  keep  the 
plants  from  starting  growth  too  early  in  the  spring.  When  danger  of 
freezing  is  over,  remove  the  covering  and  work  a  little  of  the  peat  moss 
into  the  ground,  also  see  they  have  an  abundance  of  water  until  after  bloom¬ 
ing.  These  directions  for  covering,  apply  especially  to  our  northern  states 
These  Southern  Species  and  Hybrids  are  perfectly  hardy  in  my  New  Eng¬ 


land  garden.

Thel  following  list  includes  most  of  the  species  and  a  critical  selection 
of  the  newer  and  rarer  hybrids  of  American  and  foreign  introduction.  De¬ 
tailed  discussion  of  their  great  garden  value  will  be  found  in  the  Foreword 
of  this  catalogue.
